out yesterday. 
From an authority close to the dis­ 
trict attorney*!, office, confirmation of 
this secret evidence closely guarded 
for two months reached a repo; ter. 
When Rich caon’s trial 
comes 
up 
January 15. the government wiP pro­ 
duce witnesses in an attem pt to prove 
that Avis Linnell 
the prettv choir 
singer who met ber death by cyanide 
of potassium at the Young Woman’s 
Christian Association dormitory, went 
through the secret ceremony which, 
it will be charged. Richeson had sug­ 
gested and which her trustful mind 
believed would unite her to the man 
she loved. 
“I can marry others, why not our­ 
selves ?” is the announcement that 
Richeson is alleged to have made to 
the little country girl. 
“Won’t that be romantic.’* was the 
answer of Avis Linnell. 
Then followed the ceremony which 
brought great happiness temporarily 
to Avis Linnell. 
In the double role 
bf clergyman and bridegroom, Riche­ 
son la alleged to have conducted the 
ceremony. 
W hether the usual ritual was used 
is not divulged in the information 
available. 
The secret ceremony is 
alleged to have taken place last sum­ 
mer at HyannU the home town of the 
girths parents abd the scene of the 
early'Tbm ance of the village beauty 
and the dasning 
young 
Virgiinan. 
Both were spending their vacations in 
the village. 
Friends of Avis Linnell told, during 
the excitem ent following the mysteri­ 
ous death of Avis Linnell in Boston, 
of their surprise at things tin y no­ 
ticed in the relations of the couple 
at Hyannis last summer. 
Richeson and Avis were constantly 
in each other** company, and the girls 
of the iowa entertained the suspicion 
th at a secret ceremony had been per­ 
formed by which Avis believed herself 
to be the pastor’s lawful wife.

TO LABOR HARD OR THE SABBATH 


Every Large City in the Country Ie 
Affected— All Expect to Have 
the .Christmas Mail Gut of 
the Way on Time. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 22.—Chances of 
the clerks and carriers of the St. 
Louis postoffice to enjoy the newly 
decreed Sunday holiday next Sunday 
were dissipated yesterday when Post­ 
m aster General Hitchcock issvied or­ 
ders at Washington that they must 
work December 24 in the distribution 
of Christmas letters and packages. 
The order applies to all the large 
cities and was inspired by the fact 
that the erush o( holiday m atter in 
the mails Is so great as to indicate 
its volume will be - more than ever 
before in the history of the postoffice 
department. 
The postmasters of the target post- 
offices are instructed by the order to 
care for the prompt distribution of 
mail matter, and to this end also are 
given authority for hiring wagons and 
teams. 
Postm aster T. J. Akins, 
of 
St. 
Louis, said last night he had not yet 
received the order from Washington, 
but his force would work if the vol­ 
ume of mail demanded they do so. 
He said his force had planned the 
handling of the Christmas crush of 
mail for months and expected to du­ 
plicate the record made last year, 
when S t Louis was reported the only 
large postoffice in the country that 
did not get behind in the delivery of 
Christmas mail. 
The Christmas mail at the S t Ixmis 
postoffice this year is the heaviest 
on record, and extra clerks and car­ 
riers are bein? used to handle IL The 
special Christmas counter 
iu 
the 
Olive street lobby, opposite the stamp 
windows, has been opened earlier than 
ever before avid is crowded through­ 
out the day. A force o f clerks at this 
counter supplements the work of the 
regular clerks by weighing and reg­ 
istering packages. 
The order to work next Sunday 
will not prove much of a surprise to 
the clerks and carriers,, as Sunday 
is Christmas Eve, one of the heaviest 
days of the year for mail. The order 
will be a saving grace for those who 
wait until the eleventh hour for the 
purchase and mailing of Christmas 
remembrances.

Houston, Texas, Dec. 22.—The bitter 
prohibition question, which has fea­ 
tured Texas politics for yeais, has 
l>een given a quietus for another year 
at least by tile decision of the crim­ 
inal appellate court of Texas in re­ 
versing the action of the state legis­ 
lature which held one of its members 
and the chairman of the anti-prohi- 
tion forces in contempt for ret using 
to answer questions propounded by 
a committee investigating the election 
July 22, which defeated the prohibi­ 
tion movement. 
The men held in contempt by the 
legislature were J. F. Wolters, chair­ 
man 
of 
the 
state anti-probitition 
committee, and W. H. Gray, an anti­ 
prohibition member of the legislature. 
They refused to testify, on the ground 
the committee had no authority to 
conduct an investigation 
into 
the 
election, that being a judicial power. 
The legislature sentenced them both 
to twenty-four hours’ imprisonment in 
jail. 
The criminal appellate 
court, 
to 
which the prisoners appealed, sup­ 
ported the contention of Wolters and 
Gray and ordered their release. 
The present Texas legislature pos­ 
sesses a prohibition majority and a 
prohibition majority also constituted 
the 
investigation 
committee 
The 
appellate court’s decision is held by 
many to be in the nature of a rebuke 
that the judicial business of the state 
lies not with the legislature, but with 
tho courts.

HOOSIER POLICE CHIEF IS HEAR* 


Claude Myers, of Tiffin, 0., Thought 
to Know McNamara Accomplices 
Dynamiting Investigation 
Adjourned Today. 


Indianapolis Ind., Dec. 22.— Claude 
E. Myers, chief of police -of Tiffin, 
Ohio, where 540 pounds of dynamite 
and other explosives were found hid­ 
den in a barn the day after the arrest 
of John J. McNamara in Indianapolis, 
April 22, was the chief witness before 
the federal grand jury yesterday. 
He was among those from whom it 
was said th9 investigators expected 
to learn facts as to who, besides the 
McNamaras and Ortie MeManigal, 
were implicated particularly in the 
explosions in Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
Indiana, to carry on which the stores 
of explosives in Tiffin were used as 
a base of supplies. 
The information was said to have 
been obtained by bistrict Attorney 
Charles W. Miller that the explosions 
were directed from McNamara’-; head­ 
quarters In Indianapolis, where the 
secretary of the International Asso­ 
ciation of Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers had his offices, although the 
suggestion 
for 
the 
destruction of 
property erected by firms employing 
non-union men came primarily from 
the city wheie the explosions took 
place. 
In connection with Chief Myus’ ap­ 
pearance it was learned the district 
attorney’s office had accumulated Im­ 
portant data relative to conditions in 
the score of cities where structures 
were destroyed In the last five years. 
County Prosecutor Frank E. Baker 
>vas also befire the jury. 
He was 
summoned because of his w;:rh as 
prosecutor in conducting before the 
comity grand jury an investigation of 
explosions in Indianapolis. 
Baker earlier in the day had been 
iued $50 for contempt because he 
nterrupted a murder trial 
in 
the 
county court by dragging in a detect­ 
ive who was working on the dynamite 
nvestigatlon, and whom Baker said 
was “shadowing” him. 
Seven days* work by the jury has 
developed that the evidence is mdre 
voluminous and the number of wit­ 
nesses to be called from distant cities 
a greater than anticipated. 
The investigation temporarily will 
stop today, when the jurors will ad­ 
journ until January 3.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—Now 
that the Loiimer investigating com­ 
mittee has adjourned for the holidays, 
and Mr. Lo rimer is the only remain­ 
ing witness to be called, spectators 
are beginning to “take stock” of the 
situation in an effort to determine 
just how the inquiry will be finally 
settled.

The auti-Lorimer senators contend 
that the present hearing has materi­ 
ally strengthened the case against the 
Ulinofs senator. The members in the 
senate today who voted on thy Lori­ 
mer case in the last session of the 
Sixty-first congress aggregate seventy, 
and they are equally divided on the 
question, basod ujion the vo’e cast 
March I last. 
Of the senators who began their, 
terms with the special session it is 
said a very considerable majority are 
against Lorimer. 
Those most active 
against the rilnois senator in the 
first investigation have been quietly 
sounding the sentiment of the senate.

MUES LOANSHARK PAY 


Attorney Fees of Persons Witn Com­ 
plaints Charged to Lenders. 


Kansas City, Dec. 22.—The 
loan 
shark has received another jolt in 
this city. The poor may now go into 
court to collect money illegally tak- 
*n from them by usurious rates of 
interest without fear of the costs of 
court proceedings. 
In recent 
decisions 
the 
circuit 
courts of Missouri have upheld the 
provisions of the Casey usury law, 
passed) by the last legislature, com­ 
pelling the loan shark to pay the at­ 
torney fees of the person bringing a 
just suit on the ground of usurious 
interest. 
The statute provides that the cir­ 
cuit judge trying the case may set 
a reasonable 
fee, 
which 
the loan 
shark must pay. 
The effect of this is far-reaching. 
If the loan shark employs expensive 
counsel to defend his case, in hope 
of wearing the plaintiff out by the 
expense of 
the 
court proceedings, 
the person who has been charged a 
usurious rate of Interest may 
©m- 
iJoy just as 
able 
and 
expensive 
as the loan agent and tax 
the hill up to the loan shark. 
“Little attention was paid to that 
feature of the hill when it came be­ 
fore the legislature,” Senator M. E. 
Casey, sponsor of the hill, said yes 
terday. “I didn’t realize the import-1 
anc© of it myself at the time. But It 
8 going to do more to put the loan! 
sharks out of 
business 
than any 
other piece 
of 
legislation that has* 
l**en directed 
at 
this 
undesirable 
class of money lenders. 
“The loan shark didn’t believe the 
provision would stand. It was test 
cd recently when the attorney prose­ 
cuting a loan shark agent asked the 
court to adjudge him a 
fee. 
The 
court allowed $75 for his services, 
which the loan shark had to pay. 
It made the suit so expensive the 
loan shark was glad 
to 
settle the 
other claims by returning the mon­ 
ey he had collected above the legal 
and just rate of interest”

Methodist 
Episcopal 
smirch 
Sunday evening. 
A great chorus of 
women, under the leadership of Dr. 
E. D. Holbert, furnished the music. 
Miss Ruby Ellison gave a delightful 
solo, and the pastor, Rev. Grant A. 
Robbins, gave an address on “Flor­ 
ence Nightingale.” 
A large and aj>- 
preciatlve audience was present. Aft­ 
er giving the early life of Miss Night­ 
ingale, including her travels and edu­ 
cation, the m inister said in part: 
“In 1854 a great eastern question 
arose that involved England in ia 
great war. 
Russia had been pressing 
down on Turkey, and all Europe was 
alarmed at its aggression. Czar Nich­ 
olas had even asked England to join 
him iii the partitioning of Turkey and 
the dividing of the spoils. 
“England 
bitterly 
resented 
this. 
This caused a close alliance to be 
formed between England and France, 
and they declared war against Rus­ 
sia. 
Russia responded by declaring 
war against the allied forces. 
The 
war really took place in and about 
Crimea, a small peninsula extending 
from the lower part of Russia into 
the Black sea. 
Most of us are famil­ 
iar with the names of Alma, Sevasto­ 
pol and Balaklava. 
“The battle which took pla^e at 
Balaklava was famous because cf the 
charge of the Light Brigade. You re­ 
member Tennyson wrote about it so 
strongly in that poem, ‘The Charge 
of the Light Brigade.* That was one 
of the battles of this war which lasted 
during tbs years 1854-55. The English 
soldiers fought wrell. 
But they were 
dying, not from the wounds of the 
battle, but from lack of care and from 
disease. 
They were dying for want 
of food and medicine and clothing, 
when these things were lying In sight 
of them, but were held there by mis­ 
management and because of the folly 
of too much red tape. 
“The soldiers had been com; elled 
to lie in the water, which was some­ 
times a foot deep in their tents. Some 
times in the open in the trenches, 
freezing in the snow. 
Cholera was 
raging among them, while the reme­ 
dies were in the holds of the vessels. 
“William Howard Russell was at 
that time war correspondent of the 
London Times. 
All 
England 
was 
startled by the revelations from the 
seat of war. 
It was impossible to 
reach the conditions through the offi­ 
cers at the front, yet it was possible 
to reach the war departm ent at home. 
“When it became known that the 
barracks at Scutari 
were 
crowded 
with sick and dying soldiers, with no­ 
body to take care of them but the 
coarse and ignorant orderlies, and 
that their allies, the French, had Sis­ 
ters of Mercy, England w as.deeply 
angered. 
“These soldiers were their sons, 
their husbands and their fathers, and 
the representatives of the English 
government, dying for the honor of 
their country. 
Sir 
Sidney 
Herbert 
was at that time at the head of the 
war departm ent in England. He knew 
of the work of Florence Nightingale, 
and wrote her, asking her to go, with 
a band cif trained nurses, to relieve 
tho situation. 
“She had w ritten him offering her 
services, and ihe letters crossed each 
other on the way. 
It was announced 
that Florence Nightingale had accept­ 
ed 
this 
responsible position. 
Her 
name was soon on every lip. Cartoons 
were made of her. as a bird carr} ing 
supplies to ire- ship. 
Poems were 
written in her honor. But she atoided 
all publicity. 
Some, however, being very wise, 
declared that she was a Unitarian, 
and therefore unfit; some that she 
was a Roman Catholic, and therefore 
impossible; so.me that she was going 
to teach the sick soldiers to be high 
churchmen, and therefore sho lid not 


g 
o 
-“In six days from the time she had 
been accepted she had selected thirty 
nurses from among the many who 
had volunteered and departed for the 
seat of w ar. No announcement as to 
when or how they 
should 
go 
was 
made. 
W hile the world wondered, 
behold they were gone. 
“The hospital of the English was at 
Scutari, directly across from end in 
reality a suburb of C onstatinople. 
It w as the ta i racks of the Turkish 
soldiers. The buildings were a quar­ 
ter of a mile square making a mile 
around them. There w ere four miles 
of wards on the inside, which were 
completely filled with the sick and 


djing. 
Lighted! 
thousand 
tiddlers 
were crowded into this hospital. 
“When it cam* to be known that a 
woman was io take charge, there w’as 
great dissatisfaction. 
But it was the 
order from authority. 
A few days 
[after her arrival the battle of lifker- 
n:an was fo»Eght. and wounded sol­ 
diers came in until every a 'ra?lable 
inch was occupied. 
Soldiers lay in 
the very clothes in "which ‘hey were 
wounded, matted with blood and cov­ 
ered with vermin and unspeakable 
filth. 
Many were laid on the floor 
waiting for some one to die, perhaps 
of cholera, and they would be imme- 
diately put on their bunks. 
There 
was no way for them 
even 
to 
be 
washed; no kitchen in which to cook 
suitable food. 
“Florence Nightingale had charge, 
not only at Scutari, but of seven oth­ 
ers which it was necessary to build 
because of the ravages of that terrible 
war. 
And immediately things began 
to change. 
Provision wTas made for 
the men to « e washed. 
The accom­ 
panying ships she had ordered to be 
filled with things necessary to a hos­ 
pital. consequently the men were pro­ 
vided with a change of clothing. 
“A kitchen was forthwith construct­ 
ed, and suitable food was cooked, so 
that beef tea and chicken broth were 
served by kindly hands. The red tape 
\by which she was hampered gave way 
to her superior will, and order came 
out of chaos, :.nd by her firm, sensible 
and kindly spirit she soon came to be 
the ruling po cor of the hospital. 
“She was loved by all. She spared 
not herself in this awful fight against 
disease. 
She stood for twenty hours 
in twenty-four on several occasions, 
without rest or complaint. 
On one 
occasion she was seen ait. 2 in the 
morning writing a few words to the 
mother of a dying soldier. 
AM had 
forsaken him, but this angel of mercy 
knew that was his last night, and 
caught his last, loving words to give 
to those at home. This was a com­ 
mon custom. 
“She was often seen at night, afler 
others had retired, going through the 
hospital, carrying her lamp, to see if 
any of the poor fellows needed spe­ 
cial help or were liable to die before 
the morning, and wras given the name, 
‘The lady of ls e lamp.’ Often the sick 
soldiers would kiss the shadow that 
fell across their couch.” 
The speakei last night spoke of the 
influence of the life of this great wo­ 
man on modem nursing and sanita­ 
tion, showing how she had carried the 
very spirit of the M aster in‘o the 
hospitals of fhe world. 
He was in 
London at th? time of her burial, and 
told of the great crowd that assem­ 
bled at St. Paul cathedral af. a me­ 
morial service for her, 
while

streets near by were

for 
blocks.

chase price is said to

in

neighborhood of $2,500,OOO. 
William C. Reick, in about fifteen 
years’ service 
on 
the 
New 
York 
Herald, W'as advanced to the presi­ 
dency of that company, from which 
ne resigned in 1907 to take a mi­ 
nority interest 
in 
the 
New York 
Times, the control of which is held 
by Adolph S. Ochs. Later, with tho 
Oohs brothers, he acquired the Pub­ 
lic Ledger in Philadelphia. 
Owing to the fact that Mr. Reick 
has occupied an important position 
j on the New’ York 
Times 
the last 
• five years, it led to the sup|>osition 
that there was an 
association 
be­ 
tween bim and the 
owners 
of rile 
Times in the purchase of the 
Sun 
l*roi>erty. 
This was denied by the 
owners of the New York Times. 
W ith the 
announcement 
of the 
sale of the Sun it is 
believed 
the 
newspaper will be moved further up 
town from the little 
brick building 
on Park Row that once was Tam­ 
many hall and wMiich 
the Sun has 
occupied many years. 
Ever since the Sun was establish­ 
ed as a penny paper, 
back in 1833, 
it has stood for a certain distinctive 
kind of journalism, 
but 
that 
was 
artic u la rly true after it passed in­ 
to the hands of Charles A. Dana in 
1868. 
It was Dana who molded the Sun, 
who gave it an unique, original fla­ 
vor, w-hich has survived his death; 
who made it distinctive in style and 
literary make-up, gave It new’ meth­ 
ods of handling copy—made 
it, in 
tort a newspaper that Joseph Pulit­ 
zer declared appealed to the news­ 
paper profession. 
It has been said that Hie Sun of­ 
fice is more of a club than a news­ 
paper office. Every inch of* space in 
j I he office Is occupied. 
And 
partly 
because of this and partly because 
of the democracy that 
has always 
characterized the Sun 
methods, the 
entire staff sits 
in 
a single room, 
reporters and managing editor sepa­ 
rated only by a few feet, 
with no 
rail intervening. That was the way 
They did things in the old Sun, and 
the Sun has 
always 
held 
it was 
good enough for a modern newspa­ 
per. 
Chas. A. Dana, w’ho controlled the 
Sun from 1S68 until his death, rank­ 
ed with the great American editors, 
but his methods w’ere 
entirely dis­ 
tinct from all the others. 
Greeley

around. Dana’s staff w’as made up of 
collego men. Even today 75 per cent 
of the Sun’s staff is made* up of col­ 
lege graduates.
